ing this opportunity to put in new* 
gas, w ater and sew er pipes w here 
needed so that it will not be neces­ 
sary to tear 
up 
th e 
newly 
m ade 
street for some years. The tarv ia 
is to be applied hot on 
this 
street 
while on the portion of town where it 
is required merely as a dust layer it 
is of a different quality, more in the 
n atu re of a liquid, and sprinkled with 
w agons which have already 
arrived 
The hot tarvia will be 
applied 
to 
York street with specially construct­ 
ed buckets. 
Asked concerning the oft-repeated 
charge ag ain st oil and ta r p re p a ra ­ 
tions for street use— th a t it would 
stick to the shoes and cause dam age 
to carpets and 
ru g s— the 
represen­ 
tative of the contractor 
said 
“ We 
expect people to use common sense. 
Sand is placed on the tarvia a fte r it 
is laid and it is possible to drive over 
the street 
alm ost 
imm ediately 
as 
this sand absorbs what of the tarv ia 
does not p en etrate 
the 
surface. 
I 
would not advise 
persons 
to 
walk 
over the roadway a t once, however, 
for it is possible to get some of th e 
m aterial on the shoes. W ithin a day 
th e re should be no trouble 
in

line. I believe if

trouble from this source.” 
Tarvia has been used widely in the 
suburbs of 
Philadelphia 
and 
else­ 
where where it has been very s a tis­ 
factory'. It has an odor which some 
find objectionable but which is said 
not to last very long. 
The contractors brought their own 
force of laborers here and the first 
work was the sw eeping of dirt from 
the roadway. The borough highw ay 
force had started the work of filling 
the 
worst 
depressions 
in 
C entre 
Square on Tuesday. The old roadway 
was dug out and fine stone su b stitu t­ 
ed. It was packed firmly 
and 
the 
tarv ia is to act partially as a binder 
for these stones, though the variety 
of the m aterial used as a dust layer 
is not claimed to be adapted for th a t 
purpose so much as the tarvia which 
is to be used in the construction of 
the roadway on York street. 
The laborers which the Pugh and 
H ubbard Com pany have on duty here 
a re removing the surface dirt and a 
special sweeping a p p a ratu s will be 
p u t on the streets within the next 
tw o days to m ake the 
work 
m ore 
thorough. The actual 
application 
of 
the tarvia will not take place until 
the roadway is reasonably dry. 
W hat sections of town will be g iv ­ 
en the tarvia tre a tm e n t by council 
this evening depends largely on th e 
subscriptions which are forthcoming.

MAY SHOOT QUAIL 


D efeats Bill 
Prohibiting 
S laughter 
For Tw o Years. 


H unters throughout the S tate were 
represented in the Senate when the 
Kern House bill prohibiting the kill­ 
ing of quail for 
two 
years 
from 
November I next came up on final 
passage. W’asbers, of York, 
opposed 
the bill on the ground th a t it would 
not increase the num ber of quail. He 
read letters from sportsm en to show 
th a t a closed season all the y ear,while 
it m ight lead to an increase of birds, 
yet would only furnish m ore prey for 
predatory anim als. The increase, too, 
causes 
the 
birds 
to 
degenerate. 
Messrs. Buckman, M artin and Jones 
favored the bill on the ground th a t 
the preservation of these birds was 
demanded by the farm ers. The bill 
was defeated by a vote of 
20 
yeas 
to 13 nays, not receiveing a const! 
tutional m ajority.
